SOMEWHERE IN FRANCE.— 
Surpassing the work of the Skele- 
ton, heretofore rated as the best 
trench fighter in Europe, excelling 
the exploits of that more recently 
developed German maker, the 
Shadow, and reading like a page 
from fiction, are the exploits of one 
of our own men, Private John R. 
beck. 

Beck, just before joining the 
army, was following the rather pro- 
ale prolession of driving a tractor 
at Ki Centro.

Beck 
enn to think that this was the 
closest call that he had, and laughed 
heartily when relating tt. The idea 
that he and the German should be 
aneaking up on each other at the 
same time struck him as extremely 
humorous, and the thought that the 
Hun might have got him fret had 
not left a linggring impression. 

Peck did mch of his shooting 
from the hip, especially after he 
had captured a German or two and 
was compelled to carry his rifle in 
hat position to keep them from 
petting may.

CHILE MOBILIZING ARMY. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 


BUENOS AIRES (Argentina) 
Nov. 30. — The demonstrations at 
Antofogasta have assumed such a 
serious character that the Chilean 
government has sent the cruiser 
Capt. Prat to that port with troops, 
according to press dispatches re- 
ceived here from Santiago. 

The Firet and Second Army divi- 
sions have been ordered mobilized. 


SANTIAGO (Chile) Friday, Nov. 
29.— The differences of opinion de- 
tween Peru and Chile concerning the 
carrying out of the treaty of Ancon, 
which provided for the final solution 
of the possession of the provinces 
of Tacna and Arica by a plebiscite, 
are centered on what authority will 
control the elections and who will 
be permitted to vote. 

Members of the Chilean Parla- 
ment believe that the Foreign Office 
shortly will present a solution of the 
problem which will be acceptable to 
Peru. 

It is reported that the anti-Peru- 
vian manifestations in Chile and 
anti-Chilean demonatrations in Peru 
have decreased considerably. The 
Peruvian Consul has left Valparaiso. 
The Chileans made no manifestation 
against him. 

PERU CONSUL BLAMED. 
(BY A. NIGHT WIRK} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—An offi- 
cial report from the Foreign Minis- 
ter of Chile, charging Peruvian Con- 
sul-General Llosa with responsibil- 


ity for the recent trouble between 
the two countries at Iquique, and 
specifically denying that Licea was 
foreed to return to Peru, was re- 
celved today at the Chilean Em- 
bassy 


The Consul-General, the report 
said, left Valparaiso on instructions 
frem his home office and had been 
shown every consideration by the 
Chilean authorities. In an inter- 
view at Valparaiso the Consul-Gen- 
eral was quoted as saying that he 
had in no way influenced his gov- 
ernment in the issuance of the order 
for his recall and denying that his 
fellow-countrymen had complained 
to him regarding the treatment ac- 
corded them by the people of Chile. 

Mr. De Lorain, French Vice-Con- 
sul and dean of the consular corps 
at Iquique, in the absence of Senor 
Lioga, has addressed a communica- 
tion to Provincial Governor Amnen- 
gual, according to advices to the 
Chilean Embassy, stating that he 
had given to the members of the 
diplomatic corps a message from 
Senor Liosa saying he “was com- 
pelled to go aboardship and to sail 
Iquique.” The French Vice- 
Consul added: » 

“Being positive that the fact re- 
ferred to was entirely foreign to the 
action of the authorities, it has been 
decided to inform you of the fore- 
going in order that you might re- 


quest that measures be taken to 
avoid repetition of that action in 
order that if it occurred it should 
not become a precedent.” 


SAYS INDUSTRY 
IS IMPERILED. 


Hughes Sees Inefficiency in 
Federal Control. 


Declares its Advocates are 
Enemies of Liberty. 


Business In jures Both. 


{SY A NIGHT WIRE! 

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—Charies E. 
Hughes. speaking tonight before the 
Institute of Arts and Sciences at Co- 
lurabla University, asserted that 
“governmental enterprise tends con- 
stantly to inefficiency.” He charac- 
terized as enemtes of liberty” all 
“those whose interests lle simply in 
extending the activities of govern- 
ment so as to embrace all industry.” 

Discussing conditions following the 
war, he declared that readjustment 
should be brought about as soon as 
practicable, and that war powers 
should not be used to control peace 
conditions. Such a control, he sald, 
would -constitute a most serious of- 
fense against American institutions. 
“The question of government own- 
ership and operation is, after all, a 
severaly practical one,” said Mr. 
Hughes. “Of course there are those 
whose interests lie simply in extend- 
ing the activities of government so 
as to embrace all industry, end who 
are endeavoring to proceed along 
what they conceive to be the line 
of least resistance in trying to keep 
in government hands in time of 
peace what has been taken tem- 
porarily by reason of the exigencies 
of war. 

“The instinct of the American peo- 
ple, I believe, can be trusted to 
thwart the insidious plans of these 
enemies of liberty, who, !f given 
their way, would not stop short of 
a tyranny which, whatever name it 
might bear, would leave little room 
for preference as compared to Prus- 
sianterm. 

INEFFICIENCY NOTORIOUS. 
“It e regrettable, but it is true, 
that governmental enterprise tends 
constantly to inefficiency. .. . It 
cannot fall to be observed that even 
in connection with the war, despite 
the endeavor and patriotic impuise 
of countless workers, inefficiency in 
important fields of activity has been 
notorious. 

“Along with this is the grave ques- 
tion of putting the direct operation 
of these activities unnecessarily un- 
der political control, That is the 
most serious question. The dove- 
tailing of government with business 
ig apt to infure both. 

“Tt is undoubtedly true,“ he con- 
tinued, “that whenever, during the 
war, extraordinary powers were fit- 
tingly exercised and governmental

He also 
declared co-operation in industry to 
be just as essential in peace time 
as during the exigencies of war, and 
that big business was needed, if 
soundly organized and properly eu- 
pervised. 

One great lesson to be derived 
from the war, he said, was the need 
for expert knowledge in supervising 
industry and commegce. 

He further declared that serious 
labor conditions were looming on the 
horizon, and suggested that, in or- 
der to take up the labor slack, an ef- 
fort should be made to start im- 
mediately all important public work 
throughout the country which has 
been held up during the war.

As soon as the ban on 
gatherings is lifted the Socialists 
nope to meet here in Los Angeles 
and express their sympathy with 
their German and Russian comrades 
as well as protest the proposed 
execution of Mooney. The Bolshe- 
viki are radical Socialists, who dif- 
fer from other moderate Socialists 
not ip objects they seek but only in 
meth Conditions in Russia are 
undoubtedly exaggerated, and if 
there are hangings and executions 
it is only of those people who if they 
had a chance would overturn the 
people’s government which the Bol- 
sheviki have set up. These Nussians 
should be let alone.” 

In the Federal raids last Saturday 
night literature was seized that 
showed that the dream of the HBol- 
shevist movement in this country is 
to bring on the reign of disorder 
now prevailing 


During the later part of August 
the entire edition of 60,000 copies of 
the “Manifesto and Flat form of the 
Socialist Party of Los Angeles 


County” were seized and destroyed 
by agents, as being im 


violation of the E.spionage Act. 

A meeting was held at Labor 
Temple on March 19, 1918, to cele- 
brate the first anniversary of the 
Russtan revolution. There was dis- 
tributed at that meeting a four-page 
pamphlet in Ruslan language-—

“ALL BOLSHEVIKI.” 

Some Socialists object to being 
classed with the Russians, but Vic- 
tor Berger, now under indictment 
under the Espionage Act, and an ac- 
knowledged spokesman for the So- 
clalists, is quoted in the Socialist or- 
gan, The World of Oakland, Cal, as 
saying: “All Socialiste are pro-Bol- 
shevik.” ‘ 

The Russian word dolshe means 
more and Bolsheviki is literally one 
who wants more and will murder to 
get more money and power. 

In Russia today the meager dis- 
patches tell of the murders by the 
regime of every one 
accused of ng urgeois or mid+ 
die class, i. e., not a workingman. 
Lenine says in literature sold in Los 
Angeles by the Socialists, in defense 
of these executions: For the Soviet 
rule ig nothing else than the organ- 
ized form of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat (or workingman.) The 
vourgeois ts excluded. An unusually 
grave, dificult and dangerous inter- 
national situation exists, a period of 
waiting for new outbursts of revolu- 
tion in the West (presumably the 
United States) which is painfully 
slow in ripening. Thus, tf Russia 
now moves, the outlet of such an 
awakening leads to an international

THE WORLD'S BIG MAN. 


* APPEARS to be quite clear, from all available records of history, that 


the Roman, in his day, was without doubt the big man of the world. 

There were others before him, and a few since, who came near to answer- 
ing the same description, but none fully achieved it. Each one in his time 
and from his place emulated the Roman and strove to equal him, but they 
all failed, as far as we can sec. 

They were big men, but not one of them rose to be the world's big 
man in the sense that the Roman was, or in the true sense of the word, itself. 

No man of the past other than the Roman stood as sole master of the 
whole world. On the Palatine Hill, where Romulus founded Rome, was 
bred the ancestor of the greatest race of men that history has ever known 
until now—now, when another steps into his place and who is greater than 
the Roman ever dreamed of being. 

The Roman in the days of his glory was the ideal man. His clean body 
was trained to. utmost strength and elasticity. In heart and soul he was un- 
conquerable. 

With shield and broadsword he fared forth to every corner of the then 
known earth, and laid every nation and every country subject to his will. 
Even Hannibal fell before the prowess of the Roman. He ruled in the House 
of David. Every continent that was within the reach of a sail, every isle of 
all the narrow seas surrendered to his legions. 

To this day, more than twenty centuries after the fall of Rome, Europe 
is eloquent of the Roman sway in the stones of crumbling towers and roads 
and bridges over which the feet of men and their traffics still pass. 

Perhaps until the end of time will these landmarks of Roman conquest 


ure. 

Not only have the Roman soldier and engineer left their enduring marks 
upon the physical world they knew, but their lawgivers, the statesmen and 
the poets of Rome, have left an everlasting mark upon all civilization that 
has come since or that is to come till time shall be no more. 

Counting the past from yesterday, all other men of that past sink into 
a8: eas in Comparison with the Roman. He was the big man of the 
world. 


II. 

UT, it must be admitted that there was now and then a near world's big 
man. The Frenchman came near it, and the Spaniard and the English- 
man. There were combinations, however, that these could not with- 

stand, while there was no combination strong enough to withstand the Ro- 
man. He conquered the world with ease. The others came only near to 
doing so, each in his turn, and then only by great sacrifice and effort. 

It was plainly the dream of the first Napoleon to plant the eagles of 
France wherever the Caesars had planted the eagles of Rome. The little 
Corsican had visions that far exceeded that of any Caesar. 

And a mighty man was the Frenchman then. He pitched his tent in the 
shadows of the Pyramids and sounded his bugle call from the summits of the 
Alps. Two-thirds of Europe bent with bowed heads before him, but that was 


all. He could go no farther. 


Think of the Spaniard when his day was on the world; when the Pope 
drew a line around the map of the globe and acknowledged the full half of 
all the lands and waters thereof as the sole possessions of Spain. 

Hers was the Incas’ treasures, the Montezumas wealth, the spices of the 
isles of the Indies, east and west, the spoils of all the vast Pacific, the pearls 
and corals of the seas. 

But, it was only half a world, after all, that the Conquistadore held 
under the golden spurs on his heels. His great Armadas could not hold the 
ocean against his foes. He was never the world's big man. 

Nearest to any of these having been the world's big man was the Eng- 
lishman. He went farther than any of the rest who fell short of the final goal. 

He began as the Roman did by attaching to his own territory all that 
was contiguous or near it before he sallied forth on his adventure of world 
conquest. He brought into subjection: the Scots and the Welsh who shared 
his island with him, and then he also added Ireland to Kis crown. 

Far and wide was the path he traveled in the centuries that followed. 
There came a time when it was said that the sun never set on his dominions. . 
The drumbeat of England echoed against the four walls of the world. lun 
North America, India, Africa, the Orient and on all the waters of the earth, 
the banner of St. George was flung to the winds. 

But, at all times, there was a great deal of the world in which the Eng- 
lishman had neither power nor dominion. So, he must be dismissed with the 
others as never having been the world's big man. 

We of them not acrimoniously, but in vast admiration of them, 
one and a As we sit in the inglenook of history we have watched their 
pageants passing by. It is a pleasant and a fruitful pastime.

HE world's big man of the past was, eee the Roman. The world's 


big man of today is the American. Only these two, past and present, 
measure up to the full etandard of the term. 

Although the Roman and the American are altogether different morally, 
there is a strong analogy between them physically and mentally. As the Ro- 
man was clean-bodied, virile and alert, a natural builder and constructor both 
materially and politically, so is the American. 

Morally, they are not at all alike. Have you ever stopped to consider 
the tremendous fact that America could yesterday have conquered the whole 
world if she were minded as Rome was minded, and that she can do it now? 
Survey the world in your mind's eye and you will see that this statement is not 
preposterous. It is the statement of a fact. 

Now consider the more tremendous fact that America is not minded to 
do anything of the kind and that nothing could induce her to set out on that 


pathway. 
If Rome or any other nation that ever existed, save America, had at 


any time found a broken world waiting to be dealt a final blow, would they 


at any time have hesitated to deliver that blow? If so, there is not a line 


in all the pages of history to prove it. ) 

~ When the Roman was the world's big man he put the world in his 
debt by the weight of his sword. The American, who is the world's big man 
today, finds the whole world in his debt because he saved it from the sword. 

Rome, the conqueror, was compelled to garrison with her legions the 
alien lands where her eagles were planted. America, the conqueror, returns 
called. 

When the Roman ascended the summits of power he fell into licentious- 
ness and bacchanalian orgies. The American on the same summits, turns to 
God and compels his appetites to temperance and sobriety. 

Wherefore, the world's big man of the past is a mere pigmy compared 
with the world’s big man of today.

ET what is here set down be not regarded as the fanaticism of a partisan. | 
E We but sit calmly in the inglenook of history and watch its pageants 
pass, telling what we see in old, smoldering embers and the blaze of the 
log new lighted. 

What we have seen anyone may see whose eyes are not blinded by 
ancient passions. 

The American is not only the world's big man today, but he will con- 
tinue to be that for many a day to come. Perhaps he will always be the 
world's big man. Anyway, it could not have a better. 

His ships are on the sea; his factories are oiled and geared; his plains 
and prairies echo the tractor's throbbing music; his mines are busy with 
restless drills; his mills are filled with whirring looms. 

His arms are strong, his feet are tireless, his brain is clear, his heart 
is buoyant. And. there is a vision in his soul, for Where there is no vision, 
the people perish.” | 

A fair field is all he asks, and no favor. He welcomes every other man, 
of whatever race or clime, to enter the lists with him or against him. In his 
rivalry with others he would not care to win by any other methods than those 
of merit. 

His habitat is anywhere between Maine and California, and from the 
Great Lakes to the Gulf. But, the world is his salesroom and all its peoples 
are his customers. 

From the inglenook of history, the picture of the world's big man of to- 
day is the best looking and the most likeable that we have been able to find 
in the album of the centuries.

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“FLU” SCARE! 

The “flu” scare is over. The little 
germ, for which we have masked our faces, 
closed our churches and theaters, suspend- 
ed our lodge meetings and knitting clubs 
and altered the manner of our living, has 
faded into the background. The influenza, 
in a less mé@nacing form, lingers, it Is true; 


{but the scare has officially departed. 


Now that it ie all over and reason has re- 
sumed her throne it may as well be admit- 
ted that a good many of us have been run- 
ning around in circles. The Times has no 
criticism to make of the health authorities. 
They undoubtedly acted for what they be- 
lieved to be the best interests of all con- 
cerned, but it is not difficult to think that 
all of the arbitrary rules and regulations 
amounted to very little after all. 

Now that the ghost is laid and business 
men are to be permitted to operate their 
investments without let or hindrance, the 
sooner we forget the inconveniences and 
losses of the past seven weeks the sooner 
we will be in a state of mind sufficiently 
beatific to appreciate the wonderful things 
which are in store. 

The+ban has served (o bring to light the 
fine unselfishness of Los Angeles citizens, 
who, with scarcely a word of protest, per- 
mitted the establishment of what was at 
best a very doubtful moratorium, So long 
as there was the slightest chance of saving 
a lte by the rigid measures invoked they 
pocketed their losses and swallowed the 
bitter pill even while the public at large 
refused to become seriously excited over 
the conditions and the daily bulletins. 

The war has taught us obedience to aw 
thority; but it has also developed a ten- 
dency to overregulate that must be guard- 
ed against. We want no Bolsheviki in 
Southern California, and while the sincerity 
and high purpose of the health authorities 
and the City Council may be beyond ques- 
tion, it is by no means certain that. in their 
application of the rule of verboten,“ they 
did not bend a bit backward. 


After seven weeks of experimentation no 
one can say, be he professional expert or 
unread layman, that the wearing of a sin- 
gle mask, the closing of a single theater. 
the prohibition of the call to prayer or the 
concentration of our thoughts upon the 
“flu” averted a single case of the disease 
or saved a single life. The real sufferers 
are the men and women whose incomes 
have been stopped, whose businesses have 
been all but ruined. 

As we journey through life we must live 
by the way; yes, and we must die by the 
way. Sickness overtakes us; death 16 all 
around, and yet it is our duty to go on 
living, to go on doing our little part in the 
scheme of things. Our duty to make some- 
One else happier because we have passed 
that way, and when the time comes it is 
our duty to die with our faces towards 
Berlin as 56,000 of Our Boys have died over 
there; but it is not our duty, and it ig to be 
seriously questioned whether it is the duty 
of our overlords, to make our passing a 
civic calamity. Disease and death surround 
Us at all hours; but we must keep on living 
and doing. There are a score of funerals 
each day in Los Angeles; but we do not 
put up the shutters and quit. There ts a 
preponderance of some particular malady 
at all seasons in this bic city—some ailment 
is common enough to be called epidemic— 
but we must keep the wheels turning just 
the same. 

FoF seven weeks we have read “flu.” 
thought “flu.” talked “flu” and been on the 
closest terms of intimacy with the “flu” 
bug. There was little else save the horrors 
of war to think abovt or talk about. It 
was our only relaxation. The Times has 


consc'entiously backed up every effort of 


Dr. Powers and his aides to stamp out the 
disease according to their lights: but every 
now and then we have wondered if people 
had been permitted to go about their bust 


ness as usual, if the theaters had 
been kept open and amusement out- 
lets provided, ft the inspiration of 
public worship had not been re- 
moved, if the long face and the do- 
lorous mien had not been quite 80 
much in evidence what would have 
happened? 

Perhaps the lesson was worth the 
learning. In any event lets “forget 
it” and get down to business. There 
is plenty of it to be done. Many 
enterprises have been marking time. 
Christmas shopping will go forward 
with a rush; there will be no chance 
of becoming a criminal because we 
stop to look in an attractive win- 
dow. Theater doors will ewing wide 
tomorrow and our favorite custard 
bie comedian or Wild West hero 
will again parade the screen. In- 
terrupted educations will be taken 
up where they were left off. The 
seven weeks of gloom will slip from 
us as a robe de nuit on a fogless 
morning. Adios, “flu” scare! And 
good riddance to you. 

And now that our city seems to 
be getting out of this infernal 
strait-jacket, would it not be well 
for our tireless regulators to give 
us a respite? In comparison with 
other large and prosperous cities 
Los Angeles has suffered woefully 
from overregulation. A walk through 
the downtown streets discloses some 
of the results of rule by doctrinaires 
and fixers of other folks’ business.

Local Enterprises Checked by War Start 
up Again; Man Shortage Soon Over. 


Los Angeles industries tempora- 
rily, partially or completely closed 
down ly the war, are coming back 
to normal production with extracr- 
dinary ,apidity, according to an- 
nouncoment made yesterday at the 
industrial trade extension bureau of 
the Chamber of Commerce. lt is 
expectci that within three months 
every industry adversely affected by 
the wal again will be in operation. 

Rerurds show that there were 283 
local tirms listed at the branch bu- 
reau of the chamber in Washing- 
ton for war work. Owing to the lim- 
ited number of contracts let in this 
district for war needs, a large per- 
centage of these firms found them- 
selves prohibited by regulations 
from continuing their normal pro- 
duction. but without orders for war 
Materia According to estimates 
at the chamber, 200 firms were re- 
Guced to an average output of 10 
per cert. of normal, through regu- 
lations 'mpored on fuel. metals, ex- 
ports and other materials. With 
the ban raised on fuel and metals, 
active resumption of business along 
— ines is rapidly being effect- 
ed, 

Ano*ther cause of reduced output 
was the depletion of working forces 
by the draft. Some firms lost 40 


per cent. of their regular employees 
through the cali of war. With the 
hundreds of thousands of soldiers 
now being returned to thelr homes, 
it is «.pected that this situation 
will be overcome and that there 
will be men enough to fill the short- 
age caused by war in Los An- 
geles. 

In brick, tile, cement, iron and 
steel, building and similar activities, 
the resumption soon will be 100 per 
cent. Appratsements of the situa- 
tien by leadine business men are 
that I. « Angeles will feel the shock 
of reconstruction less than any 
the lar@e cities, for two reasons.

Local Conditions Improve and Outlook is 
Good; Women to Give up Jobs.

The demands for labor in recon- 
struction*® work, and the return of 
Women workers to their home du- 
ties, will prevent any serious disor- 


sanization of the labor situation. Of 
course, Women who must Work to 
live should not be disturbed: also. 
thousands of children have been 
lured away from their education by 
Well-paid industrial jobs and no 
doubt steps will be taken to have 
these children returned to school, 
and to keep the children now in 
School from leaving too soon. 

Hundreds of Women are now only 
holding their positions until those 
upon whom they were formerly de- 
pendent return. However. it is very 
noticeable that scores of women are 
already voluntarily separating them 
selves from employment created by 
the war, and are returning to their 
home duties. For instance, when 
we go into an establishment employ- 
ing a number of women, many of 
them tell you that as soon as the 
men they were dependent upon re- 
turn from European countries or 
training camps in the United States, 
they are going to quit their posi- 
tions; that they are tired of the 
work on Which they entered, which 
action on their part was merely to 
show their patriotism and to assist 


gency. 


major part in solving the problem 
of reconstruction, so far as it affects 
labor, and it is evident that a large 
Percentage will follow the motto, 
“the survival of the fittest,” and if 
they are operating their business on 
a basis of “equal pay for 
Work,“ efficient women will be re- 
tained in their present positions, re- 
gardiess of public opinion.

AUSTRALIA WILL 
SEEK OUR TRADE 


Delegations from Antipodes 
on Their Way Home. 


Countries Drawn Closer by 
War, Says Visitor. 


Sir Philip Sowden Tells of 
Scenes at Front. 


“One result of the war will be to 
draw the United States and Australia 
into closer trade relations, and to 
cement the friendship that has flour- 
ished so well,” yesterday said Sir 
Willlam Sowden of Adelaide, South 
Australia, who is at the Lankershim 


with three of hig countrymen on his 
way home from a world tour. 

He and one of his compatriots, who 
is with him, Maj. W. A. Whitehead, 
were members of the delegation sent 
by the Australian government to the 
war front to formulate an accurate 
account of their country's part the 
conflict, The other two members of 
the party, A. J. Mullett and A. Vasey, 
have toured the United States in an 
investigation of manufacturing and 
trade conditions, and will return 
with Sir William within the next 
fortnight, it was stated. 

“We want very much that a dele- 
zation visit Australia on a trade mis- 
sion,” said Sir William last night. 
“We hope for a great trade inter- 
change with you. We produce 
things similar to those produced in 
this country, except at dissimilar sea- 
sons. We have been overwhelmed 
in yur visit by the reception given 
us „ Handshakes are far more ef- 
ficient than correspondence. 

“A wonderful sight we beheld in 
the war zone was the fraternity be- 
tween the American, Australian and 
Canadian troops. Which. of course, 
means every possibility of augment- 
ed trade relations. here seemed to 
be a special bond of union between 
the three units, and even similar 
uniforms, 

“Our goveriment thought, since 
we had given nearly $2,000,000,000 
and one-tenth of our population to 
the war, we should have an ac- 
curate account of the activities. 
Hence the delegation. We are heavi- 
ly at work on repatriation, and ex- 
pend some $15,000,000 annually in 
Pensions and allotmenta, 

“It is a pity that you Americans 
at home cannot see what the enemy 
has done, such 4e poisoning welle. 
destroying industry, ete. Could you 
have seen this, you would fully real- 
ize that normal treatment of an ab- 
normal people is imposslole in peace 
settiementa."’ 

Mr. Mullett fs the Australian gov- 
ernment printer, and came to this 
country especially to make a study 
of paper conditions. The paper situ- 
ation has at no time reached the 
serious state that obtained In Amer- 
ican markets, he sald, although there 
hes been a shortage of news print 
material.

WAR INSIGNIA EXPLAINED. 


With the advance guard of the] 
overseas fighters about to return 
home and with many men in unl- 
form already here, questions are 
being asked regarding the exact 
meaning of the different decorations, 
service stripes and like insignia of 
the army. 

Wound and service stripes are 
seen most often. and the average 
person Wants to know which Is 
which. Chevrons for six months’ 
service overseas and for a wound 
are the same. They are V-shaped 
golden stripes, one for each six 
months’ service Abroad, or one for 
each wound; but the service stripes 
are worn on the left sleeve of the 


soldier's blouse— hie coat—and just 
above the cuff. The wound stripes, 
on the other hand, are worn on the 
right sleeve. For less than six 
months service abroad a soldier ix 


worn on the right —each word hav- 
ing five letters. 

The Distinguished Service Cross 
is a bronze cross, bearing an eagle, 
and having a ribbon of red, white 
and blue—a wide blue center, with a 
narrow white strip on either side 
and a wider red strip at each end. 
It is awarded by the President to 
any person who, since April 6, 1917, 
has distinguished himself or herself 
by extraordinary heroism in connec- 
tion with direct military operations.” 

Several Camp Kearny soldiers won 
the Distinguished Service Medal for 
bravery in rescuing drowning per- 
sons at Ocean Beach last spring. It | 
is awarded by the President “to any 
person who has distingu — 
self or herself by exceptionally mer 
torious service in a duty of great , 
responsibility in time of war.“ It is 
a round bronze medal, bearing the | 
eagle, and its ribbon has 4 white 
center, not so wide as the blue cen- 
ter of the D.S.C., with a narrow 
blue strip on each side and wider 
strips at the ends.

CHOSE DANGER; IS KILLED.

FRANCE, Nov. 9. — Although 
there were abundant opportunities 
for him to avoid death, Maj. George 
W. Farwell of Los Angeles courted 
it and a cross now marks his last 
resting place not far from the Ar- 
gonne. 

Or instead of deliberately courting 
death, it might be more correct to 
say that he insisted on doing his 
bit. Given his choice of places, he 
took à place in the line, and was 
killed the day before our division 
was taken out for a rest. Notice of 
his death has been received by his 
wife. Mrs. Margaret Farwell, who 
for a number of months has been 
engaged work in 
France. 

Twice after landing in France he 
was offered positions far behind the 
lines, and the last offer was received 
only a few days before the division 
went in. Both of these were re- 
fused. Not only did he want to get 
into real action, Dut to use his own 
words he wanted “to meet them in 


the open. To lead his men in per- 
| son against the Germans was dearer 
to him than life itself. That there 
was something of tho fatalist about 
him. and that he had a premonition 
that after playing his part he would 
sleep under the lilies. Is indicated in 
a letter written to hig wife in Paris 
two days before the battle opened. 
In that he urged her to see that ev- 
erything was in shape in regard to 


his life insurance, and to be brave 
and bear up under whetever might 
happen. 

Lieut, Byron R. Fitts, a Los An- 
geles attorney, was while 
leading his men. He should have 
gone to the hospital, but refused to 
relinquish his command. Two days 
later the effect of the insidious and 
sometimes slow-working fumes was 
such that he was hardly able to con- 
tinue.

LONDON, Nov. 10.—The British 
armies so far outran the forward 
movement of the Medical Corps in 
the advance eastward from Arras, 
France, in the great Allied often- 
sive, that at one time the troops 
were twenty millegs ahead of the 
medical stations. In all this twenty- 
mile strip there was no habitation 
above ground and no shelter for a 
main dressing station, still less for 
a casualty clearing hospital. For a 
time stretcher bearers carried the 
wounded by hand for three miles. 
For nearly two years while the 
war was at an impasse in the 
trenches wounded men were cared 
for with precision.

settlement was sold to the 
West India Company, and for 164 
years there was no German settle- 
ment upon the African coast. 
1884 Bismarck, inaugurated his co- 
lonia] policy, and since that time 
y has asquired: 
Area in square miles 


To those who place the first Ger- 
man colonization ventures in Bis- 
marck’s time, it may be interesting 
to learn that in 1528 the Emperor, 
Charles V, made a grant of the prov- 
ince of Vetiezuela to the Nurem berg 
family of Ehinger, later transferring 
it to the Welse 
Augsburg merchants, and shortly 
thereafter a numerous 
headed by a viceroy, took possession 
and for twenty-six years ruled, or 
rather misruled, that portion 
South America. The colony was, 
however, “a significant failure; the 
natives were treated with barbar- 
ities exceeding the Spanish record, 
and in 1554 a depopulated country 
was handed back to the Spaniards!”

Now that a settlement of the world 
war seems to be imminent, the re- 
public of Brazil desires it to be re- 
membered that she, too, is one of 
the victors. For she declared war 
on Germany, and, if she sent no 
troops, it was for the excellent rea- 
son that she was financially unable 
to do so. There was no question of 
Willingness; both the government 
and the people of Brazil were eager 
to get into the war. 

Brazil's career in the world war 
is an excellent demonstration of the 
fact that only a wealthy and highly- 
Organized state can wage modern 
warfare. Brazil has the population 
necessary to put an army of 2,000,- 
000 in the fleld, and she has enor- 
mous wealth in the form of unde- 
véloped natural resources. Yet the 
best she could do was to raise an 
army of 60,000 men, and none of 
these ever reached France. This dem- 
onstration of military. impotence on 
the part of the largest Seuth 
American state also emphasizes the 
fact that the free development of 
latin America is dependent upon 
disinterested protection, such as the 
Monroe Doctrine has afforded in the 
past. and a league of nations\ may 
afford in the future. ;

Brazti's chief difficulty In furntsh- 
ing the Allies with war materials 
is inadequate shipping. All available. 
ships of the republic's marine are 
plying steadily between Brazil and 
the Allied ports; but the marine is 
not equal to the task of conveying 
ell the goods the country could ex- 
port, Thirty of the forty-three Ger- 
man ¢hips interned in Brazilian 
ports were loaned to France by the 
Brazilian government. Allied ship- 
ping ts adding considerably to the 
tonnage upon which Brazil can 
count to deliver her exports. 

From the opening days of the war 
the sympathy of the Brarilian peo- 
ple has been with the Allies, and 
no amount of German propaganda 
subtle or outspoken, could ‘shake

goods, and it is probable that Ger- 
many would have tried another tack 
if the war had not interrupted the 
contest. Brazil's connection with the 
Allles ie a heavy blow to German 
interests. The feeling of antagonism 
toward all things German is strong, 
and then, too, the precedent of ex- 
tensive trade with the Allies has 
been. established. Brazil finds that 
the Allles can supply her with the 
same goods that Germany has been 
offering her, and of better quality. 

The German colonist In Brazil is 
not popular. Prompt measures are 
taken to suppress pro-German activi- 
ties, and German citizens have been 
encouraged to try another climate. 
Always on the watch for the agents 
of Kaliserism, Brazil goes about its 
business almost as calmly as in 
time of peace. Food and clothing 
are higher than usual. A govern- 
ment food administrator fixes prices 
and urges the people to save food 
for the Allies. Because imports of 
many necessities are cut down by 
lack of shipping to carry them, 
many factories are being built and 
Operated. Thus the stimulating ef- 
fect of the war has been strongly 
felt in Brazil.

PRODUCTION 

IS HELD UP. 
End of War Doesn't Mean a 
Flood of Autos. 


— 


Big Factories will Have to 
Reorganize. 


Six or Eight Months Needed to 
Catch Up.

Distributor Franklin Motor Cars. 
Within a days time, the thoughts 
of .American business have shifted 
from war activities to peace-time 
pursuits. The question everywhere 
is raised as to how soon somethin 
approaching normal business condi- 
tons can come about. Every auto- 
mobile dealer is anxious for produc- 
tion to be resumed, and the atten- 
tions of the factories are in the same 
direction, 

We have been advised that the 
War Industries Board has relieved 
aitomobile production of some of 
t restrictions imposed. Manufac- 
tuters are given permission to pro- 
Gace for the remainder of the year 
37% per cent. of the total 1917 out- 
put. As far as the Franklin Auto- 
mobile Company is concerned, there 
are many conditions which will pre- 
vent this mark being reached. Much 
depends upon the status of the ma- 
terial market as to quantity and 
speed of production, much depends 
upon what disposition is made of 
the war work in progress, while a 
third factor is the time required to 
convert facilities back into automo- 
bile-production channels. 

This last point is vy no means sec- 
ondary, as a look at the factory 
would indicate. Floor space for- 
merly used for automobile produc-

IMPROVE RIDGE ROUTE. | 


Motorists who have been using the 
Ridge Route between Los Angeles 
and Bakersfield will welcome the 
opening of the mew stretch of pave- 
ment at the upper end near Sond- 
berg. 

With this stretch open there will 
remain but sixteen miles to pave out 
of the thirty over the Castac ridge 
of mountains, 

The Highway Commission gave 
out the information some weeks ago 
that when the Sondberg strip was 
open that paving would stop until 
next spring, when the entire balance 
would be paved. This section would 
have been tied up during that period, 
as there is no practical detour pos- 
sible for it, except a short stretch of 
a mile and a half near the upper 
end of the southern section of pave- 
ment. 

Work on thie short plece will be 
Started within a few days, but as it 
will take but a short time to com- 
plete it, the new detour will not be 
used very long. 

This will save the construction 
ereus time in the final paving, as 

at much will have been com- 
pleted.

They have been handicapped by 
lack of materials, labor and water 
in putting down the Sondberg link, 
but by getting all the needed ma- 
terials on the ground this winter for 
the last section they will be able to 
forge ahead rapidly next spring, but 
at that time the Ridge will be closed 
to all through traffic, and Bouquet 
Canyon will be used again. 

With the embargo on road con- 
struction lifted, it is hoped that the 
county road commissioners will see 
fit to make some much-needed im- 
provements to take care of the 
heavy traffic that is bound te flow 
through Bouquet Canyon and Ante- 
lope Valley next spring and summer 
while the Ridge ie closed.

He 
telle me that in normal times the number 
of patents of this kind pending was only 
seven or eight, but that now there are more 
than eighty under consideration. These 
deal with all kinds of inventions to enable 
the man who has lost a part of ‘is arms or 
legs to do his work In the r They con 
sist of artificial hands and “sors, of art! 
ficial elbows and knee nd of combt- 
nations which do by mach'ecs and app 
ances of various kinds whet was formerly 
thought to be impossible except through 
nature. 

Some of the machines are very ingenious. 
There is a French patent. for instance. by 
means of which the man ovens and shuts 
his artifieie] fingers by mov'ng his chin to 
the right or left and where'» he crooks his 
elhow by raising it. Another patent enables 
a man to manipulate his 6 Hal Gngers by 
a bulb of air under bis arm”. and there is 
another invention now actes hy in use by 
which the leading one-armed violinist of 4 
St. Louis orchestra moves his how back and 
forth across his fiddle with his artificial 
hand, the fiddle strings being manipulated 
by the natural hand. Other inventions en- 
able men without hands to operate type 
writers, and patented tools make ft so that 
any trade can be carried on by soldiers who 
have lost one or more limhs in the war.

A Log 20,000 Years Old. 

Not so-long ago a workman, eighty-one 
feet below the surface of Broadway, near 
Pine street, in New York City, found a piece 
of cedar wood that certainly presented a re- 
markable discovery. The wood was uncov- 
ered in excavating for the joundation of 6 


least 10,000 years ago, and more probably 
20,000 years ago! 

The wood was within a foot of bedrock, 
and u was covered with eighty feet of 
boulder clay and glacial drift, which showed 
that the tree from which it came must have 
flourished béfore the last great age of ice. 
The piece of wood is a quarter section of 
a trunk about eight or nine inches in diame- 
ter. Examination with a microscope showed 
that ft was in structure much like the cedars 


would have believed it to be of pregiacial 
growth ff it had not been féund in the glacial- 
drift. Prof. Kemp of the Columbia Univer 
sity declares that the tree must have grown 
on or very near the present island of Maz 
hattan. Glacial drift is transported soll car 
ried by fee and flood water. But if the drift 
had carried the wood far it would have 
ground it to pleces. The tree uvrooted by 
ice or flood mast have been broken in pieces 
and swept southward to the sea. This piece 
happened to find refuge in a bed of blue clay, 
and eighty feet of cravel. boulders and soll 
were in course of time piled above it. 

Some very interesting «lem shells were 
also excavated at the same Mace and at the 
same depth.

Wilhelmstrasse handled him ruth- 
lessly after securing the precious plans, and 
Abbas slunk back to his British pension.

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ASHINGTON (D. —For the past 
eighteen months the great Amert- 
can brain has been working on in- 
ventions applied to thé war. More 

than 100,000 applications for war patents 

have been asked of the government and 
thousands have been granted. 

There are forty-five divisions in the patent 
office, and of these forty-two are now more 
or less busy with inventions connected with 
the fighting in Europe. Some of the appl. 
cations are important. Others are not 
worth the paper upon which they are writ- 
ten, but altogether they show that the 
brains of the nation have been mobilized for 
downing the Kaiser. 

There is to inventor like the American 
inventor. Along the line of ned discoveries 
and the creation of new forces he stands 
supreme among the sons of man. I have be- 
fore me the record of all the patents issued 
by all the world. The total is between three 
and four millions; and up to 1915 the United 
States had brought forth more than one- 
third of this total. 

We are now turning out new inventions 
at the rate of forty or fifty thousand a 
year, and ip our output of patents granted 
we are far ahead ot any other nation on 
earth. dn round numbers, up to 1915, Aus- 
tria-Hungary had produced only 83,000 
patents, and Germany something like 300,- 
000. This is the sum total of the inventive 
brains of our enemies from the time when 
patents began to be granted until now. 
During the same period the United States 
has taken out considerably more than 
1,000,000 patents, while a half million were 
granted to France and a like number to 


Great Britain. 


Belgium May Be Little 
But She Has Inventors. 


ITTLE Belgium has always been noted 
as a nest of inventors. Up to the time 
of the war its people had produced 277,000 
patents, or only 23,000 less than the great 
empire of Germany, which is eighteen 


times the size and has nine or ten times 


the number of people. 

But it ig not only in the number of inven- 
tions that the United States stands ahead. 
It ie far in advance of all other countries 
as to the discoveries which have revolu- 
tionized the industries of the world. During 
the past fifty years man has produced some- 
thing like fifty epoch-making inventions, 
and of these thirty-eight have come from 
the United States. Three have been made 
by the Germans, four by the English, two 
e Austrians, two by the French and 
y the Swedes. 

All of these Inventions enter into the con- 
duct of the great war in Europe, and with- 
out them it could not go on. Let me men- 
tion some of the more important of them. 

I shall take those of the foreign nations 
frst. Smokeless powder an“ electric 
steel came from the French, manganese 
steel and the cyanide processes for extract- 
ing metal were invented by the English, 
while Nobel, a Swede, supplied dynamite, 
and wireless telegraphy came from the 
italian, Marconi. 

The Germans invented the Diesel oil mo- 
tor and the Otto cycle gas engine, and the 


Austrians gave us the by-product oven. 


which has so much to do with making 
drugs, dyes and explosives. These are 
among the great things that have come out 
of Burope during the past half century. 


United States Has Had a 
Finger in Every Invention. 


OW look at the United States and see 

how its inventive brains enter into ev- 
ery War movement. We have the telephone 
from Bell, the incandescent lamp from 
son, the arc light discovered by Brush. We 
have the split phase induction motor of 
Tesla, which has such a great part in our 
electrical machinery, and electric welding 
as brought forth by Thompson, which prom- 
ises to take the place of riveting in mak- 
ing our great bridge of ships across the At- 
lantic. Americans have invented the ma- 
chines for making the barbed wire so much 
used in front of the trenches: and the air 
brakes used by every railroad here and in 
Purope are based on the invention of West- 
inghouse. 
„ was the Vankee Patterson who invent- 
ed the cash register and Hastman, another 
Yankee, brought forth the transparent 
photographic film, which forms the founda- 


. ton of all war photography. Allied to the

man at one-second intervals to take photo- 
graphs of the country below him in such a 
way that they give a complete map of the 
region over which he is traveling. 

The typewriter is an American invention, 
and every machine that flies the air is based 
upon the discoveries of Langley. The most 
of the metal now used in modern warfare is 
manufactured by the aid of American inven- 
tions of one kind or another. 

The rotary converter was invented by 
Bradley in 1887, and the dry-air process for 
blast furnaces by Gayley a few years later. 
Harveyized armor plate, such as is now 
found in projectiles, guns and war vessels, 
was patented here in 1891, and high-speed

steel was production of Taylor and 
White just ten years after that. Without 
these steels we could have no projectiles 
for guns of the modern type, and, jn fact. 
modern industry would practically stop were 
they taken out of our knowledge. 

It is the same with abrasives and crind- 
ing machinery. Carborundum as invented 
by Acheson is the only thing that will do 
for high-speed tools, and another discovery 
by the same man is the artificial graphite 
now produced at Niaraga Falls. Were it 
not for American shoe machinery inven- 
tions the armies in Europe would be prac 
tically barefooted, and were it not for but- 
tonhole and other clothes-making machines 
our troops would be almost naked. 


Among the other great inventions which 
indirectly have to do with the situation at 
present is the disc plow that adds so great- 
ly to our food supplies, the celluloid used 
in many industries, the trolley car and 
block signals for railways, the Mergenthaler 
type-casting machine and the hundreds of 
minor inventions which form such impor- 
tant parts of other great industries that, 
were they eliminated, they could not go on. 


War has Brought Military 
and Patent Offices Together. 


S TO the war inventions now being 

made, I have spent several days of 
this week at the patent office talking with 
Mr. James T. Newton, Commissioner of 
Patents, and the various examiners who 
have to do with special war work. The de- 
partment has been thoroughly mobilized, 
and the most of its men are engaged on this 
class of patents. Much of the information 
given me is confidential and it cannot be 
published lest it get into the hands of the 


sat Germans. There is now a close association 


between the patent office and our military 
establishment. 


The departments of the Army and Navy 
have thefr own corps of officials assigned 
to new war inventions, and every discovery 
that may be of advantage to us is passed 
upon and its use directed by them. It is 
the same with all the applications that 
come in from Burope, and all German pat- 
ents, past and present, that micht be of ad- 


vantage to us in the war are thrown open 


to use 

Many of the new war patents come from 
Officers of the army and navy. These are 
being taken out in the name of the inventor 
and dedicated to the government, the law 
being that an official cannot make personal 
profit by patenting discoveries he has made 
im connection with Uncle Sam's work.

My imformation came from Mr. J. Colwell, 
who hag been the chief examiner of that 
division for many years. He tells me that 
there is great activity in every branch of 
war material, and that the applications for 
patents are numbered by thousands. One 
branch in which new discoveries are being 
made is that of trench guns and mortars.

The distance between 
the two is often but a few hundred feet, and 
the bombs must move at a comparatively 


at such a velocity that if it could be kept 
‘up they would fy around the world in a 
day, and s that they are expected to fly 
froth twelve to fifteen miles or more before 
striking the enemy. 


These trench guns are of many kinds. 
In some cases the bombs are attached to 
the ordinary rifle, being fastened to the end 
of the barrel and sent out by a portion of 
the force that is spent in firing the projec- 
tile. Other inventions propose special guns 
and all- require new processes and new 
methods of making. 


As to the big guns, the patents applied 
for are largely for parts and the materials 
used in the making. There are patents for 
range sights and fring machinery. R was 
at the battle of Bunker Hill that Col. Pres- 
cott, who commanded the Americans, held 
back his men from the British, saying, 
“Don't fire until you see the whites of their 
eyes.” 


Shooting at a T arget 
that Cannot be Seen. 


HAT manner of firing is not common on 

the battlefields of Burope. The most 
of the sighting has to be done at troops 
who are almost, M not altogether, out of 
sight. The soldiers shot at may be faint 
spots on the horizon, or they may be on the 
other side of a woods. hill or mountain. 
The exact location is fixed by the airplanes, 
which go in advance, and the wireless tele 
graph machines which they carry post the 
gunners just where to fire. The shooting 
of the modern guns is a question of angles 
and mathematical calculation, and the guns 
are made and sighted with a view to such 
conditions. The patents applied for have 
to deal with such questions. . 


Many of the new inventions relate to the 
guns used upon the flying machines, and 
those intended to put the flying machines 
out of action. The anti-aircraft gun be 
longs to a new field of patents that has been 
developed by this war. It has to be fired 
at a high elevation and it must be so 
mounted that it can be trained around 
whole half of a circle and so that it can 
at an airplane close to the horizon or 
straight overhead. It has to be made 
due consideration to the recoil, and so 
the force of the recoil] may be distributed, 
permitting a high-angle fire. 


The examiners tell me that the mounting 
of the guns on the airplanes ie bringing 
forth many new discoveries and applica 
tions for patents of one kind or another. 
In some cases the guns are red through 
the hollow tube of the propeller shaft, and 
In others they are so arranged that they 
shoot right through the blades while the 
latter are going around at upward of a thou- 
sand revolutions a minute. In this case the 
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movement of the firing mechanism is syn- 
chronized with that of the propeller shaft 


volving blades.

The Parsees were Originally natives of 
Persia, from whence they migrated into 
India after the Mohammedan invasion of 
their country some few centuries ago. To- 
day they stand out among all the other 
races of tle Orient as unique, because of 
their strange custom in disposing of the 
doad by exposing the body to vultures upon 


_ what is known as Towers of Silence. 


While the Parsees are sometimes alluded 
to as the “Jews of India,” the term iu no 
sense implies a reproach. They have vastly 
benefitted the jand of their adoption. Law- 
abiding and philanthropic, their intellectgal 
grasp of all progressive subjects makes 
them a valuable ally-of the British govern- 
ment with which they have always been in 
perfect accord. Distinctly of the merchant 
class they accumulate great wealth which 
they use lavishly in building palatial resi 
dences, schools and public bufldings, and in 
the laying out and keeping up of fine roads, 
parks and gardens, so that today Bombay 
owes much of its prosperity to the Parsees.

YY © WERE often entertained by a branch 
of the Vakil family in their splendid 
home on Malabar Hill, and the memory of 
one occasion, when the father was alive—a 
dignified Parsee gentleman of the old schoof 
—lingers, as first impressions of India al- 
Ways do, to those new to K. as I was then. 

We had been invited to dine. The car 
riage, with a mative syte, or groom and a 
footman wearing the family livery, came to 
fetch us from the hotel In Bombay.

Take two light meals dally and abso- 
lutely nothing between. During an epidemic 
you should live mainly on salads, vegetables,

three times a week. Avoid fried foods, 
sugar. pastry. slops and starches. 

(5.) Get plenty of sleet. 

(6.) Take a dally hip bath in three inches 
of cold water, rubbing the middle regions,

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MYSTERIOUS TEMPLE OF STONENHEN GE. 


BY HAYDEN CHURCH.” 


ONDON, Oct. 31.—BEven today, when 
the war dwarfs every other topic, 
there must be an appel to the imagt- 
nation of almost everyone in the fact 
ter the world’s most mysterious, and, in 
meny ways, most wonderful monument, 
has ceased at to de private

Stonehenge, whose name is Saxon for 
“The hanging Stopes,” is some six miles 
fiorthwest from Salisbdry and about two 
from thé quaint village.of Amesbury. The 
latter becatse well known to the Canadians 
encamped on Salisbary Plain, since it was 
the railway station from which most of 
them took train to London whenever leave 
made a welcome break in the Spartan exis- 
tence to which, especially Gdring the first 
winter, they wére doomed. 
This gigatitic monument, one of the won-

are about ten feet long, three and one-half 
feet wide, and two feet eight Inches deep. 
They are balanced with a nicety which even 
in this day of high craftsmanship, experts 
say, it would be hard to attain. This great 
outer circle of stones, some 100 feet in 
diameter, was composed originally of thirty 
upright stones, of which only seventeen, 


with six “imposts,” now remain ition. 
Some of the fallen ones still he ere they 
erashed down—one of the “imposts” fell in 


1620 and one of the great pillars in 1797. 
Others were carted away in the remote past 
and used in building bridges, mill dams and 
other things. 

The second circle of stones is about nine 
feet inside the great outer one. These latter 
are smaller undressed blocks or boulders of 
primitive rock, locally known as “blue

A frank ingratiating smile endeared bim

but a Herbert Hoover could possibly 

realize the American farmer is bound 
during the next year or two to shape the 
destinies of the world. Upon his efforts 
in food production will actually depend in 
a great measure the political future of a 
large part of Burope. Food and govern- 
ment may not appear at first thought to 
beag much relation to one another, but 
any student of history and of the present 
momentous events overseas will upon con- 


sideration appreciate what a potent in- 
fluence hunger can be in the affairs of va- 
tions. The French Revolution showed to, 
what extremes of fanaticism men could go 


when driven by famine and suffering, and 
the same tragic drama is being re-enacted 
before our very eyes today in Central and 
Eastern Europe. 


The Hun systematically robbed the peo 
ples he conquered of all the food he could

live stock. When the food situation at the 
battle front became desperate he did the 
same thing with his own civilian pro- 
ducers.

and social restraint. As long as the op- 
pressor stood over them they suffered in 
agony. .

And food in nourish- 
sustaining quantity is the only 
that will bring them back to their

peoples that have been driven insane 
and its horrors, for only America 
poe to send to them. And the 
responsibility comes back to the 
mn farmer. The comment is not 
the spirit of urging the farmer to 
a realization of the big emergency 
own responsfhiiity. There has been 
too much of that kind of thing, for the 
farmer hasn't required and doesn’t require 
any particular urging to do his part, and 
has quite obviously unders his re- 
sponsibilities quite as well as as have his 
innumerable advisers. The statement is 
set forth simply as a fact, a fact so sig- 
nificant and noteworthy and withal so ex- 
traordinary that it commands attention. 
Much of Europe ig today in a chaos of 
social disorganization and the situation 
seems fraught with tragic possibilities. 
Once the actual hunger that gnaws at the 
‘stomachs of the raging population is ap- 
peased, however, the world may have the 
surprise and satisfaction of seeing reason- 
ableness enthroned once more in the lands 
whose peoples are now. running amuck. 
Famine breeds anarchy. Full stomachs 
and nourished bodies make for calm minds 
and stable gdévernment. The American 
farmer, going right along about his busi- 
ness, is ging to play a bigger part in 
ousting Bolshevism and the red lunacy of 
revolution in Burope than all the states-| 
men at Versailles.

SQUARE DEAL FROM THE NATION? 


The following comments the part played 
„ American farmer in the War and on the 
legged injustice of the nation te its 
producers, was addressed by Mr. Pinchot the 
editer of the Farm and Tracter Section in che form 
of a letter and is published by his permission. 
“Conservationist Pinchot'’s observations on the Ad- 
minietration’s “blunder” in p conserva- 
tien above food production as a war measure are 
particularily interesting. ] 


DO NOT believe that the farmers of 

America begin to realize that what they 

have done is the greatest and most splen- 
did patriotic service rendered by any class 
of our people in the great war. Without 
adequate labor, credit, or farm supplies, 
neglected by the government, misunder- 
stood and abused by the city press, never- 
theless, the farmers produced the food we 
had to have. When it seemed to those who 
really knew that human strength could not 
suffice, American farmers grew the two 
great crops without which we -would have 
lost the war. 

Their wonderful achievement was ac 
complished in the face of difficulties that 
were wholly unnecessary.

ing with food production while we were at 
war. The first was in giving our principal 
attention to the conservation of what food 
we had instead of to the production of 
more food. If even a small part of the 
effort and exhortation which have been de- 
voted to saving food had been given to 
growing more food, there would have been 
vastly more food available, and most of the 
painful need for saving would have been 
done away. 

The second blunder was in failing to 
make it possible for the farmer to get 
enough labor, farm supplies and credit to 
give him a reasonable chance to raise the 
crops the nation and the World required. 

The third blunder was in excluding the 
farmer from partnership in the conduct of 
the war, especially from that part of it 
which had to do with food supply. Vet 
according to the United States census a full 
half of all our people live in the country 
and in small villages and towns, which are 
to“ the most part dependent on farming for 
their prosperity, and which have the same 
Interests and the same outlook as the farm- 
ing communities which lie about them. 

In spite of all these blunders, needless, 
dangerous and exasperating as they were, 
the farmers went ahead and won out. There 
has been nothing finer outside of the con- 
duct of our men at the front. 

STILL ON THE JOB. 

Altho the guns are silent at last, for 
the American farmers the war is not yet 
ended. They have been fighting the Ger- 
mans by sending men abroad and raising 
food at home. .But now that our own 
spléndid boys, aby side with the won- 
derful fighters of our Allies, have beaten 
Germans into submission, the farmers

defeated. One is world-famine, which can 
be prevented only if the farmers of the 
United States keep up their marvelous rec- 
ord. The other is the persistent refusal 
of common justice and a fair share in our 
government to the men who feed us all. 

Our farmers have seen their government 
advancing hundreds (if not thousands) of 
Billions of dollars to help other industries, 
but not to help them. They have seen a 
limit set on the price of what they have 
to sell, but not on the price of what they 
have to buy. Their own problems were de- 
cided for them, and very often wrongly de- 
cided, without their being consulted. Their 
legitimate demands for a share in the man- 
agement of the war, voiced again and again 
through the National Board of Farm Or 
ganizations, were persistently denied. But 
looking beyond the ignorance and short- 
sightedness of officials, in the presence of 
the nation’s need, they forgot everything 
but their duty as Americans, and 
brought to pass what seemed altogether im. 
possible. 

CITIES RUN NATION, 


Every farmer knows that since the Civil 
Wer this nation has been managed by city 
men for the advantage of city people. Laws 
and policies have been, and are still, im 
city hands. For example: there are today 
in Congress 5231 flembers in both Hovses, 
and only eight of them even claim to be 
farmers. One-third dt our people live on 
the farm, and all of our people are de- 
pendent on the farm, yet only 1% per cent. 
of our lawmakers are farmers. If an er- 
act proportion were possible or practicable, 
which it is not, no less than 178 of our 
Congressmen would be farmers. ‘ 

It goes witheut saying that the farmers 
of America have no desire to deprive 
other classes in our population of the 
proper influence and just representation 
which is their due. Conditions which are 
unfair in the case of the farmers would be 
equally unfair if applied to others. What 
the farmers want is justice all around. 

Every farmer knows that ever since the 
Civil War what the government has done 
to help the farmer has been done still 
more to help the city man. Even in the 
matter of food production, the city man's 
point of view has been in control What 
the city man wanted was cheap food. 
Therefore what wae done for the fa 
was directed almost without exception 
ward helping or inducing him to grow 
cheap food. But what the farmer got for 
himself and his wife and family out of 
what he . was a wholly different 
matter. 

A good example of the hostile city mind 
is supplied by the Baltimore Evening Sun 
of November 7th. In enumerating the 
causes behind the recent election, it says: 

“Possibly a still more potent influence 
was the farmers, who were sore because 
the government would not allow them to 
‘charge all the traffic would bear’ for their 
wheat and limited them to twice the normal 
pricg and more, instead of allowing them 
to gouge America and her Allies to the 
limit. The farmers pay far less than 
their share of the income taxes and are 
reaping a rich harvest on their crops, in- 
cluding wheat, but they apparently strike 
at Wilson becau he would not give them 

a free hand at profiteering.” 

All this is wrong and ought to stop. That 
is why the National Board of Farm Or- 
ganizations has undertaken, through its 
Nation-wide Agricultural reconstruction 
Committee, to find out just what the 
farmers of America believe they are en- 
titled to in the reconstruction after the 
war. To fipd out just what you Want is the 
first step toward getting it. When a farm- 
ers’ plan of reconstruction, thus formulated, 
has been-criticised, corrected and adopted 
by the organized farmers of America, there 
will be a real chance that justice for the 
farmer can be brought out of the great 
changes which must follow the conclusion 
of peace. But the whole united power be- 
hind it of one-third of our people, the farm- 
ing third, will be none too much to change 
the old, bad order and begin the new. 

There ought to be a change. If the farm- 
ers «i America make up their minds to get 
that change they can have it. To get it 
they must go after it all together. If they 
continue to scatter their forces the city 
mind will continue to dictate and decide for 
another fifty or 100 years.

DOWN-TO-DATE REPORTS*FROM TIMES CORRESPONDENTS. 


UCAIPA.—The work of handling the 
largest apple crop ever grown in the 
Yucaipa Valley has Been practically 

completed. The canning factory and evap- 
orating plant are still running, but they 
will be closed down in a few days. 

The canning plant, which was built this 
summer, has handled a total of 250 tons 
of apples. The apples canned were largely 
what would have been culls and probably 
10,000 packed boxes of apples were handled. 
in this way at the new plant. 

A total of 130 tong of apples were used 
in the evaporating plant and the Yucaipa 
Apple Association, which owns the cannery 
and the evaporating plant, has a market 
for the entire output. 

A total of 450 tons of the choicest fruit 
only was packed and shipped to the market, 
there being about eighty cars of the fruit 
shipped from Redlands, the nearest railway 
point. Nearly all of the fruit went @ Los 
Angeles, a few cars going to San Francisco. 

The association also sold about 300 tons 
of apples in the open, that is in field boxes. 
This makes the total tonnage handled by 
the association 1130 tons, or probably 60, 
000 boxes of apples. It ig estimated that 
private interests in the valley handled 
about 60,000 boxes, making a total of 
125,000 tons for the valley. 

This was the first year of bearing for a 
large percentage of the acreage in the 
valley and next year the crop is expected 
to be double this year’s. The trees are in 
excelient condition, according to the growers. 

The crop this year sold in the market 
for more than $256,000 and it will not be 
long until $1,000,000 crop of apples will be 
grown in valley each year. 


POTATO CLAN MEETS. 

EL MONTE.—B. p. McSweeney, promt 
Bent member of the Bureau, was 
host to a party of over 5 potato grow- 
ers and farmers recently at the Pasadena 
City Farm, near Alha br Mr. McSwee- 
ney is one of the most ardent students of 
potato culture in Los Angeles county and 
has made a remarkable success in the pro- 
duction of superior potatoes, both for mar- 
ket and seed purposes. His fall crop of 
120 acreg will average not less than seventy- 
five bags to the acre in spite of a very un- 
favorable season, a yield potato raisers will 
recognize as being much above the average. 
Farmers in the vicinity of El Monte will 
remember that it was Mr. McSweeney who 
made a yield of 175 sacks of spring potatoes 
in the 1917 season. This year he has been 
trying out a new strain of the British Queen. 
They have proven such vigorous growers 
and so blight resistant that Mr. McSweeney 
is intending to save much of the crop for

keeper, one house foreman and one field 
man.” The houses are the Redlands Fruit 
Association and the Co-operative Associa- 
tion. This year the new packing house of 
the Co-operative Association will be used, as 
the crop will not be as large as usual. In 
normal years both houses will be operated, 
however. The combined output in a normal 
year will be 900 care of fruit. N. Leo Le 
lean, the manager of the Redlands Fruit 
Association, is to be the manager of the 
new house, with A. G. Simonds as president 
and C. H. Clock, vice-president. 
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NEW BEET CONTRACT. 


VISALIA.—Sugar manufacturers are show 
ing their confidence in the continuance of a 
high market, at least for the coming year, 
in the form of contract which is being of- 
fered to the beet growers of the San Joaquin 
Valley. For next year the agreement car 
ries a provision to pay a minimum price 
of $7.50 per ton, with provisions for a slid. 
ing scale above that ficure, based on sugar 
content and the price for the manufactured 
article. On contracts in force in the past 
no guarantee was allowed if the sliding 
scale Was used. 

Agents of the sugar makers are making 
a close canvass of all parte of the district. 
urging an increased production, and declare 
the demand for sugar will continue keen at 
least for another two years. 


PRICES HOLDING UP. 
PORTERVILLE. — Although Washington 
navel oranges made only a half crop this 
year, the growers will probably receive 
nearly double the average received in good 

years of 100 per cent. production. 
Figures which are now becoming avail- 
able of the early fob, consignments, show 


per box, with present consignments going 
out at around $8 In view ofthe keen de- 
mand for the earlier shipments, which has 
continued unabated, the packers here be 
lieve there will be little fruit sold below 
the latter price. In ordinary years an aver- 
age of $2 per box, f.0.b., was 
profitable. 

If present pricés continue, the crop of 
navels for this district for the year should 
be worth around $6,000,000,

WALNUT RECEIPTS LARGE. 

POMONA.—A rough estimate made re 
cently by Manager Jim Wolstencroft of the 
Walnut Fruit Growers’ Association placed 
the value of the walnut crop in this section 
at not less than $200,000, with the possi- 
bility that k may run even higher than that 
amount. This will be by far the greatest 
returns ever received by the association. 
Some idea of the greater returns being re- 
celved this season can be gained from a 
comparison with last season, the total for 
which was about $130,000. 

There have been severa! carloads of nuts 
shipped out of Walnut this season that will 
bring as high as $17,000 and $18,000 per car.

Prof, Hunt 
has recofamended the use of Bordeaux 
spray immediately after the fall defoliation, 
with December 15 given as the last effective 
date for this portion of the State. 


FAT STOCK 

BAKBPRSFIELD.—Following a plan con- 
ceived and started in Kern county, the 
Fresno County Farm Bureau has announced 
that it will inaugurate the holding of auc- 
tons of fat stock. E. IL. Garthwaite, as 
sistant Kern County Farm Adviser, will go 
to Fresno December 3, where he will assist 
in launching the new movement.

THE STATE BRAND LAW.

THE INCREASING INTEREST IN 


PINEAPPLE GUAVA., 


BY Cc. 


T the pineapple guava has come to 
Southern Calffornia to stay, in verifica- 
tion of the prediction made for this 
hardy fruit by ite introducer, is by 
the generous evidence of these shrubs in so 
many gardens. While as yet there bas been 
no extensive planting on a commercial scale, 
still the experiment has been carried s0 
thoroughly throughout the southern counties 
that the market stalls are now fairly well 
etocked with the fragrant fruit. - 

A tew boxes were marketed last season, 
but the quantity Was not sufficient to give 
one person in ten a taste of the unique 
Myrtaceae that combines the favor of the 
banana with that of the pineapple and adds 
a dash of raspberry as if to give good 
measure.

Among the earliest experiments made 
with the feijoa in Southern California was 
the one successfully carried out by H. Hehre 
of Los Angeles, who obtained some seed 
from Argentina. As a result of his work 
many thousand seedling plants were dis- 
seminated. Prior to this, however, Dr Fran- 
ceschi ef Santa Barbara in 1901 obtained a 
number of plants from France.

The feijoa is native to Southern Brazil, 
and is pronounced ‘fay-choa,” with accent 
om the second syllable. it takes its name 
from Joam Feijo of San Sebastian, Brazil, 
and Friedrich Sellow, who collected plants 
of it in Brazil. 

The shrub imported by France in 1900 did 
not produce fruit until seven years later, 
but in California it is not unusual to find 
three-yearold specimens ripening their 
fruits.

Farmers, answering the 
departments query regarding what they 
thought their disadvantages, stated that 
tractors could not be used as well as horses 
on moist, swampy soil because of the danger 
of miring the tractor and packing damp 
soil; they said operators were inefficient, 
breakdowns delayed work, rough land bi- 
dered tractor operation, they were unsuited 
to small fields and rough, stony land and 
some lacked power.

At least such is the experience 
of J. I. Harrod of No. 1443 Yale street, 
Santa Monica, who has been giving it a trial 
for two years.

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SPINACH CULTURE, A GROWING 


CALIFORNIA FARM INDUSTRY, 


BY GILLETTE E. GORDON, Assistant Farm Adviser, Los Angeles County. 


NTIL three or four years ago spinach 
growing in California was confined to 
the growing of the crop for the fresh 

vegetable market. Since that time, how- 
ever, there has been a rapid expansion, the 
production increasing about 1500 per cent. 
during the last three years. The present 


indications are that the cultivation of spin- 


ach will be imcreased very largely in the 
future. The rapid development of the 
spinach canning industry has been largely 
responsible for this increase. 

The spinach-producing areas of California 
are fairly well distributed over the State, 
the crop being grown wherever conditions 
are suitable for, vegetable production. The 
largest, production sections, however, are 
located around the San Francisco Bay re 
gion and in the vicinity of Los Angeles, 
with rather large areag in Sacramento and 
Santa Clara counties. Costs of production 
vary considerably, being dependent upon 
seil conditions, area planted and season of 
the year. U average conditions, when 
growing this crop in fairly large tracts, it 
is safe to estimate $25 to $235 as the cost 
per acre, exclusive of land values and fer- 

izers. A yield of from three to five tons 

ay be expected with an average produc 
tion of four tons. Yields up to six tons 
have often been obtained when the crop 
is grown under intensive methods. 

It ig reasonable to expect a price of $25 
per ton when sold to the cannery. The 
grower will ordinarily receive from 3 to 5 
cents per pound when sold on the fresh 
market. It is well to have a contract with 
a cannery when the crop is to be grown 
very extensively, as the fresh market ig too 
often oversupplied and does not furnish suf- 
ficient outlet for the crop. 

DEEP SOIL NOT NEEDED. 


will grow on a fairly wide variety 
of soils, but is best adapted to a rich light 
loam which will retain moisture well. As 
this is a shallow rooted crop, it is not 
necessary to have a deep soil. 

Spinach requires a large amount of both 
soll and atmospheric moisture in order to 
obtain maximum yields, and will withstand 
an oversupply better than an insufficient 

— peratures as 

The crop will w tem 
low as 20 deg. Fahrenheit, but is seriously 
injured by heat. 


Considerable emphasis should be placed 
on the preparation of the soll in the field, 
in order that the seed bed may be in as 
fine a condition as possible. 

Spinach may bé planted from September 
to March, inclusive, in most sections. In 
some coast regions it is possible to grow 
this crop the year round. Care should be 
taken in planting too early in the fall or 
too late in the spring, as spinach will not 
make a satisfactory growth in hot weather. 
The soll should be thoroughly moist before 
planting. 

Several methods of planting are practiced. 
the method employed being largely depend- 
ent on the area. In small areas the seeding 
may be done in raised beds, but in large 
areas where nd labor is expensive, it 
may be drilled in rows, twelve to eighteen 
inches ‘apart. Four-row sugar beet drilis 
are often used, when cultivation may be 
done with horse-drawn implements, Tue 
depth of planting should be from one to 
one and one-half inches, being dependent 
on soil conditions and season of the year. 
The rate of seeding is from ten to fifteen 
pounds of seed to the acre, depending on 
the germination test and the distance be- 
tween rows. 

This crop is ordinarily cultivated from 
one to three times, although it can some- 
times be grown in tight solls during the 
rainy season with no cultivation. 

When the plants are not closer than two 
it will not be necessary 
to . 

HARVESTING THE CROP. 


The crop is harvested by the use of push 
hoes or with a weed cutter or knife attach- 
ment on a hand cultivator. The plants are 
cut just below the surface of the ground 
and should be harvested before the leaves 
around the bottom of the plant turn yellow. 
The plants should be cut in the morning 
while the dew is on, if possible, as they 
will then not wilt so badly as if cut in the 
middie of the day. 

The crop may be harvested withig six 
weeks to three months after planting, con~ 
ditions being dependent on the season of 
the year, soil and care which the plants re- 
ved. The short life of the crop makes 
it valuable one to work into rotations. 

most popular varieties of spinach be- 
ing grown are, Prickly Winter, Bloomsdale, 


and Savoy. The Prickly Winter ie the most 
widely used and is preferable for fall and 
winter planting. A variety known as Prickly 
Winter which was formerly grown in Japan, 
has recently been introduced into Califor- 
nia. This variety is not giving as good 
satisfaction as the American grown variety 
of the same name. As the seeds of these 
two varieties are very similar, great care 
should be exercised in obtaining the Amer- 
ican variety. 

The Bloomsdale and Savoy varieties are 
used for spring planting as they do not 
stand cold weather so well as the 


Winter, but make a better growth in warm!

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How to Pick Fowls. 


ADLY pitked chickens cause money , 
losses to packers, and the importance | | : 
of proper picking is comparatively, as 
great to the owner of a small flock whose 
picking is dene only for the family table. 
Tern skina, “burnt” wings and legs, due to 
comtinued and rough “stripping,” pin feath- 
ers that show discolored necks because thr 
neck feathers were pulled first instead oi 
last—these things can be prevented by 


proper picking. 

Much loses results from “roughing” when 
the qullis and mest of the soft feathers are 
removed. The few feathers, pius and down 
remaining should be removed by the “tip- 
per” or “planer.” Proper Draining is essen- 
tial te easy dry picking—it makes dry pick- 
ing as as “scalding.” 

The following paragraphs explaining the 
steps in picking are numbered to correspond 
with the sketches in the accompanying 
drawings, reading from left to right: 

_ Ne, L—The picking shackle, made — * 0 
vanized wire one-eighth Inch in d :
